5. People's school teachers receive a daily ration of five hap (a hap is 0.31S 
pint) of rice daily » plus a family ration allowance of 2.5 hap of rice and 
other grain. Salaries are about 1*000 North Korean won for teachers and about 
1,300 North Korean won for principals. This is considered above the average 
middle-class salary. 
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
